Persons hanging about O’Leary’s saloon 
were not aware of the raid on the room above 
the bar until the patrol wagons arrived to re- 
ceive the prisoners.

ADMITS BLOCKING 
HUNT FOR SLAYER 


Alderman Says He Stopped 
Searching of Men for Pis- 
tols After Altman Murder. 


DOINGS IN BRIGGS HDUSE 


His Action Prompted by Zeal in 
Mayoralty Campaign, Not by 
Interest in Crime. 


CV OF VICTIM ON WITNESS STAND 


The gavel was required to restore order 
yesterday in Judge Mesurely's court at the 
trial or Moss Enright for killing Vincent 
Altman. The occasion was the appearance 
of Ald. John J. Coughlin as a witness. Be- 
fore his cross-examination ended Coughlin 
had admitted he did nothing to aid in the 
capture of Altman's slayer, though he was 
in the Briggs house at the time of the mur- 
der as captain of the Harrison mayoralty 
headquarters. In fact, he momentarily dis- 
couraged police pursuit. 

The appearance of *‘ Bathhouse John“ for 
the defense after the state had rested its case 
unexpectedly brought a sharp contrast to the 
bloody clothes of the murdered man which 
were filed in evidence. Coughlin’s dress—a 
brown suit, highly polished brown boots, a 
brown hat, the whole set off by a purple tle— 
was unusually sober for him. It seemed to 
indicate he understood the seriousness of the 
occasion. 

Nevertheless, the alderman permitted him- 
self several flashes of his wit before he wilted 
under the cross exam!nation he received from 
State's Attorney Wayman. 


Called to Impeach Irish. 

After the first few answers that upeet the 
spectators, Coughlin gave all his attention 
to the shower of questions which brought 
out for the first time his relation to the 
events in the Briggs house at the time Vin- 
man Was ehét. 


man as a witness in an effort to impeach 
the testimony of Fred Irish after a re-croes 
examination had failed to shake him. Irish 
swore he talked with Coughlin in the Briggs 
house the afternoon of the shooting. Cough- 
lin testified he had not seen Irish since the 
day the Washington park racetrack closed. 

But on cross examination Coughlin ad- 
mitted he did not know with whom he 
talked about the shooting, except for a con- 
versation with City Prosecutor John Me- 


Inerney and Investigator Jacob Zimmerman. 


He swore the shooting took place before 1 
o'clock, although it is known it did not hap- 
pen until nearly half past 1 o'clock. And 
finally he said he used his official po: tion 
to prevent the police from searching the men 
in the halls of the Briggs house. He said 
this was because of his interest in the Har- 
rison campaign headquarters—not because of 
any desire to protect a murderer. 


Asked About Mayor’s Campaign.

He first swore the rumor 
of a shooting reached him before he saw 
the police, then testified he saw the police 
before he heard of the murder, and ended 
by admitting he did not know which was

EUGENE ELY DIES 
IN AIRSHIP FALL 


Attempt to Make Dip Results 
in Fatal Accident at 
Georgia Fair. 


THOUSANDS SEE MISHAP. 


AVIATION DEATHS OF YEAR....65 


Macon, Ga., Oct, 19.—Eugene Ely, aviator, 
fell to death at the state fair grounds today 
when his machine failed to rise from a sen- 
sational dip and plunged fifty feet to the 
ground. 

He fell in the presence of nearly 8,000 per- 
sons to the middle of the inclosure of the 
race track after almost clearing the machine 
by a leap when he realized his peril. 

His body waa broken in a score of places 
and he died a few minutes later, regaining 
consciousness just before the end long enough 
to mutter: 

1 lost control—I know I am going to die.“ 


Second Flight of Day. 

Ely made a flight this morning. ascending 
to an altitude of 3. 100 feet At 2:4650’clock he 
began his second flight of the day, rising 
gracefully from the track inclosure. which he 
ciréled in a few minutes, traveling thirty 
miles an hour, As he was completing the cir- 
cult he madé a dip, seemingly to startle the 
thousands beneath him. 

The machine shot down with tremendous 
velocity and the crowd applauded, thinking 
the aviator would rise, as he had done many 
times before. But Ely seemed to losé his grip 
on the lever, for the machine continued its 
downward plunge and he attempted to rise 
from his seat. He half jumped, barely clear- 
ing the aeroplane as it crashed to the ground. 

The machine was demolished and Ely 
struck with terrific force. He died shortly 
after reaching the hospital. 


Relic Hunters Swarm Thick. 

A grewsome feature of the accident was 
the fight of the spectators to obtain souvenirs 
of the tragedy. As soon as the aeroplane 
struck the ground, a great crowd surged 
about. The police fought in vain to keep 


them back. 
. R. Dozier and a few other men looked 


“after Ely and bore him to his hangar, but 


the great majority of the crowd, careless 
of the dying aviator, strove to get souvenirs. 
In a few minutes the littered field was cleared 
of every bit of the wreckage.: Ely's collar, 
tie, gloves, and cap simfiary disappeared, 
the collar being taken from his person. 
Tonight there are hundreds of persons 
with bits of the wrecked aeroplane and some 
with fragments of Ely’s clothing. 
Before starting his flight Ely told his at- 
tendants he feared something would hap- 
and asked them to notify his wife imme- 
diately at St. Marbury hall, 164 West Four- 
teenth street, New York. 
Made Many Sensational Trips. 
Ely had been giving spectacular flights here 
for eight days, going up on one occasion in a 
rainstorm. y he offered to make a flight 
by night, painting his craft with phosphorus.

FIND POKER GAME IN NIGHT HUNT 


Herman F. Schuettter, assistant general gu- 
perintendent of police, proved in fifteen min- 
utes yesterday that there is public gambling 
in Chicago and that it can be suppressed. He 
raided a gambling place within half a block 
of Chief MeWeeny’s office and arrested 
twenty-four men. 

Schuettler’s action followed a hot interview 
between himself and Chief MecWeeny. The 
chief ended the session by giving bis subordi- 
nate orders to suppress gambling and offer- 
ing him all the men hé wanted for his gam- 
bling squad. Schuettler was called on the 
carpet” because he had given before the 
civil service commission concerning gambling 
evidence that was flatly contradictory to that 
his superior officer had given the same body. 
McWeeny had contended that there was no 

gambling; Schuettler had said that there was, 

and that an honest effort by the police could 
suppress it. The chief yesterday told Schuet- 
tler that if Schuettler knew there was gam- 
bling he would be a good man to stop It. 

It's up to you now to make you're talk 
good. You're in charge of gambling. You 
will be held responsible for gambling condi- 
tions, the chief told Mr. Schuettler.

It was 4:06 o'clock in the afternoon when 
the assistant chief left his superior officer's 
office.

News Flashed to Gamblers, 

Within fifteen minutes after the first 
raid every gambler and bookmaker fp 
the city was flashed the news over the 
telephone.

The gambling place which was picked fer 
the initial raid by the new chief of the 
gambling squad is over Billy Mangler’s 88 
loon and restaurant at 21 North La Salle 
street.

Suggests Changes in Scheme 
Submitted to Commission 
in January Last.

State Banks and Trust Compa- 
1 nies Admitted to the Dis- 
triet Associations. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.-—Former 
if Senator Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode Island 
submitted today to the national monłtary 
commission. of which he is chairman, a re- 
vision of his plan for monetary legislation. 
The commission may use it as the basis of 
its recommendations to congress. 

The basic principles of the revised plan are 
substantially the same as those embodied 
im Mr. Aldrich’s first proposal sent to the 
commission last January, which he said he 
expected would. serve as a basis for national! 
discussion. 

Important phases which, were then un- 
settled and those which have since been 
evolved are treated in the recommendations 
gent to the commission today. Most of the 
questions are rehandled with great detall as 
the result of discussions and conferences 
which have been going on since the plan 
was first suggested. 

Briefly, the plan still provides for the or- 
ganjzation of the national reserve associa- 
tion with capital of approximately $300,- 
000,000, In which the United States govern- 
ment and the banks owning shares in the 
association shall be the only depositors, 


Local Associations of Banks. 

The plan of dividing the United States 
at first into fifte financial districts re- 
mains unchanged. In each district the banks 
shall form local associations of their own, 
which in turn will be represented in the 
branches and finally in the central or- 
ganization througe a system of election of 
directors, which, it is said, will make it im- 
possible for any section or set of bankers to 
control the whole, 24 i 

Provisions for the election of directors 
have been changed in the revised plan with 
the idea of minimizing the possibility of 
control by any section or group. There will 
Still be forty-five directors, as in the original 
plan, six members ex-officio, vis: The 
governor of the association, his two deputies, 
the secretary of the treasury, the secretary } 
of commerce ind labor. and the controller of 
the currency. 

Each of the fifteen financial districts of 
the country will elect one director; twelve 
ethers will be elected by the shareholders: 
and these twenty-seven will elect to the board 
twelve additional members, who shall not bef 
officers of banks, but may be directors. in 
them, and who shall fairiy represent the 
industrial, agricultural, commercial,‘and oth- 
er interests of the country. 


Limit on the Directors. 

The completed plah provides that of the 
twenty-four directors in the latter groups 
not more than three may be elected from any 
one district. As an instance, the effect of 
this provision would be to limit the state of 
New York, which has about one-fifth the 
banking capital of the country, and which 
is the seat of the great financial interests. to 
four directors among the thirty-nine who 

are elected. 

In the organization of the executive com- 
N mittee of nine members, upon which it has 

. deen said much of the active management 
ot the association would fall. only one of the 
five elécted. members (the other four being 
the governor of the association; his two 
deputies, and the controller of the currency 
ex-officio) may be chosen from any one 
. -Gistrict. The whole board of directors may 
reserve to itself any authority it desires and 
is not bound to vest the executive committee 
2 with full control. 
13 Admission of State Banks. 
Due important change is the admission to 
membership of state banks and trust com- 
panies which conform to a required standard. 
A state bank or trust .company to be dligibfe 
must conform to the same standard as na- 
tional banks regarding the relation of its 
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mal.

This provision, which resembles those in the 
trust company laws of some states, is ex- 
pected to make it more profitable for nation- 
al banks to hold time deposits in competition 
with trust companies. 


Notes and Bills Restricted. 

A provision that the association shall dis- 
count for any member notes and bills of ex- 
change arising out of commercial trans- 
actions is further developed in the line of 
preventing the granting of loans upon se- 
curities. 
The notes and bills eligible for discount 
by the association are restricted to such 
notes and bills of exchange as are fssued 
or drawn for agricultural, industrial, or com- 
mercial purposes, and not for carrying 
stocks, bonds, or, other investment securi- 
ties.” This interpretatiqn will exclude 
brokers’ notes for carrying stock. Banks 
under this provision, it is said, will be en- 
couraged to carry their auxiliary reserves 
in commercial paper, instantly convertible 
into cash, instead of in call loans on the 
stock market. | 
Nationa! banks will have the right to estab» 
lish savings departments and to lend not 
more than 40 per cent of such deposits upon 
any productive real estate in loans not exceed- 
ing 50 per cent of the value of the property. 
The national bank act now prohibits such 
loans, but there is a constant demand for 
them, especially in the west. 


Withdrawal of Savings Deposits, 
Savings deposits in any of the banks of the 
association shall be subject to thirty days’ 
notice before withdrawal and shall be cov- 
ered by a reserve of 40 per cent of that re- 
quired for demand deposits in the same Weal⸗ 
ity. 
For the reserves of the association it 18 


bilities, including- deposits and note issues, 
shall be covered by gold or other lawful 
money. with a provision that whenever the 
reserve fulls below 50 per cent the association 
is bound to pay to the government a special 
tax, which increases in rate in proportion to 
the deficiency. The operation of this, in such 
instances, is expected to stimulate ap in- 
crease in the rate of discount and to bring 
in gold until the reserves again become nor- 


Another new provision specifies that any 
local association may assume and exercise 
the powers and functions of a clearing house. 
In this respect some existing clearing houses 
are expected to become local associations. 


Examiners to Be Appointed. 

All local associations will be required to ap- 
point examiners, which is a development of 
the movement for local elearing house ex- 
aminers now being promoted throughout the 
country. 
One criticism of the frst plan was that 
there was no way to remove a bank from an 
association. It has been provided that a 
local association may suspend a bank which 


other requirements of the law. 
It is also provided that the note issue of 
the association shall at all times be covered 
by at least one-third in gold or other lawful 
money. 
Any notes, however, issued in excess of 
5900, 000. 000 must either be covered by lew- 
ful money in full or pay a special tax at the 
rate of 1% per cent a year. Any notes issued 
in excess of $1,200,000,000 not covered by law- 
ful money will pay a tax of 5 per cent.

NEW MONEY BILL 


George M. -Reynolds and 
Charles G. Dawes Favor 
the Aldrich Plan. 


J. J. Hill’s Objections to Reserve 
Association Feature Pro- 
_ nounced -Groundless. 


George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental and Commercial bank, and Charles G. 
Dawes, presMent of the Central Trust com- 
pany, favored the Aldrich monetary plan in 
talks before the committee of the monétary 
commission at the La Salle hotel yesterday. | 

Mr. Reynolds declared the plan of Senator 
Aldrich the only possible solution to the 
present banking difficulties of the United 
States. Mr. Dawes said he favered the plan 
as a whole, but pointed out the danger of 
permitting cabinet officers or representatives 
of the government to be directors of the 
central reserve bank. 


Small Banker’s Fears Unfounded. 

“The little banker has always feared the 
plan,” said Mr. Reynolds, ‘ This prejudice 
has been largely due to the lack of knowledge. 
They fear political control and use of the 
resources of the small banks by Wall street, 
for the interest of Wall street bankers.” 

„It is reported,” said Congressman Vree- 
tand, chairman of the committee, “that James 
J. Hill has declared ‘that the Aldrich system 
would have a tendency tq allow certain 
iXterests to control the districts of the Na- 
tional Reserve association. and thus procure 
control of the entire association.” 


Reynolds Disagrees with Hill, 

„coul see no object for big interests pro- 
curing control even if they could,” said Mr. 
Reynolds. There would be no money 
in it for them. The national reserve could not 
be manipulated to any advantage.” 

% heartily favor the Aldrich bill.“ said 
Mr. Dawes. “It will strengthen the inde- 
pendent banking system and protéct the coun- 
try from panics. There is danger in having 
any representative of the government on the 
board of directors. I, too, would object to 


that feature which places the appointment 
of the head of the organization in the hands 
of the president.

WATERWAY LAWS 


Sanitary District Board Mem- 
bers Offer Services and 
Data to Legislature. 


EYES ON JOLIET POWER. 


Expect to Add Annual Income of 
$600,000 to Revenues; 
Award Canal Contract. 


Sanitary district trustees will offer their 
services to the legislature next week when it 
begins to consider deep waterway dills. 
Virtually all the trustees will go to Spring- 
fleld and offer all information they can to- 
gether with opinions and estimates of engi- 
neers and other officials. 

They are vitally interested because of pro- 
posed water power development at Brandon’s 
road in Joliet. It is estimated that with the 
dam of the Economy Light and Power com- 
pany of Joliet out of the Desplaines river 
sufficient power could be developed at Bran- 
don’s road to give the district an additional 
income of over $600,000 a year. The develop- 
men of this water power site has been delayed 
awaiting the outcome of the contest over a 
deep waterway program. 


Resolution Pledges Trustees, 
Trustee Healy presented a resoiution at 


the board — — pledging the 


interest to the district,” said Mr. Healy in 
urging the adoption of his resolution. “ We 
have been waiting for years to know what 
the program will be. In the meantime we 
have done nothing with i eferenc: to develop- 
ing water power at Brandon's: 21. Some 
contend that this should be one of the power 
sites of the state. 

“It seems reasonably certain the question 
of a deep waterway will be disposed of at 
tHis session. If the state takes over the 
Brandon road site the state will develop the 
power. If it remains with the sanitary dis- 
trict, or there is no dxep waterway legis'a- 
tion, we will have to proceed. At present the 
power is going to waste. 7 


} 
Anticipate Legal Restrictions. 
“Then, if we have a deep waterway, the 
first thirty-five miles of it will be the drain- 
age canal, and perhaps the legislature will 
desire to place upon us requiremen’s and re- 
strictions which should be disuvssed thor- 
oughly in advance.” 
Trustee Sullivan also spoke in favor of the 
resolution, and it was adopted unanimously, 
The board awerded the coniract for the 
construction of section 2 of the Calumet-Gag 
canal to Winston Bros. of Minneapolis. They 
were the lowest bidders, the price 03ing $365,- 
OTO.

SERVICE. : 

HERE is no question but that phy- 
sicians ate giving less ne 
than they formerly did. They 
stand reudy to give even less when 

the patients are ready to take less med- 
icine and keep their faith in, what is 
being done for them. Every physician 


finds times when he would like to give his 


patient advice, direction, and counsel, and 
prescribe no medicine, but he weighs the 
situation carefully and concludes that the 
patient would be the loser by it. There 
is no question but that faith, crystalliz- 
ing around a concrete act such as the 


taking of a dose of medicine, is more 


potent than faith more abstract. On the 
other hand, there is no question as to the 
power of medicines to accomplish results 
when the need is present. The wave of 
therapeutic nihilism which swept over the 
profession was directed not against medicine 
but against the overuse, the nondiscrim- 
inating use of medicine. There are those 
who have imagined that there was to be 
an end of all doctors as well as of all 
drugs. There is a field for faith in the 
treatment of disease, in the maintenance 
of wholesomeness of mind, in the preven- 
tion of discomfort, in the gaining of full 
efficiency. This field for faith exists alike 
among those who practice medicine and 
those who hold themselves out as healing 
by other means. But any man who relies 
alone upon faith is headed for trouble. 
The medical tree ig like the railroad tree 
—it needs the lopping off of a limb here 
and there, but the trunk must stand or 
things will “ go to pot.”

In this iconoclastic age many medical 
traditions are going into the serap heap. 
But the nationwide’ demand for greater 
security against disease and greater phys- 
ical efficiency is going to a more 
work for the properly trained healers and 
preventers than there, has ever . The 
dominating public sentiment is behind the 
essentials of o oxy in religion, medi- 
cine, and business; The best judgment of 
the best trained men in each of these pro- 
fessions has always been, is now, and al- 
ways will be accepted as the general rule 
of guidance by the dominating mass of the 
people. There is no more mysticism by 
which the speculations of untrained minds 
become safe guides in medicine than there 
is in banking.

3. Either raw or cooked fruit may be eaten, de- 
pending upon the state and season. 

4. Grapes in ordinary quantities may be eaten 
with skins and seeds.

TONSILS AND INFECTION. 

J. E. E. writes: Our little boy, 6% years 
old, has been having two or three severe at- 
tacks of croup each winter. Our family phy- 
sician advised us to have the tonsils operated 
upon. after the teething period had passed. 
We intend to do so this coming year. In 
the meantime can you suggest to us any way 
that we can lessen the severity of these at- 
tackst™ 


1. The removal of the tonsils, if enlarged and a 
source of irritation, should not be delayed, If in- 
stead of opposing infection they favor it delay is 
not justifiable. The teething period hap nothing 
to do with it. 

2. The occurrence of spasmodic croup can be 
avoided by eliminating irritation and excitement. 

8. If you have diphtheritic croup in mind, guard 
against contact with cases of diphtheria and sus- 
picious sore threat.

J. W. J. writes: “On June 6, 1000, a baby girl 


came into my home. As time passed friends 
who saw the baby only at irregular intervals 
invariably spoke of her being unusually in- 
telligent. At the age of 1 year and 9 months 
the baby was stricken with convulsions and 
died. Is there cause for alarm when symp- 
toms of precocity are shown m a child?” 


REPLY. 

Evidence of precocity in a young child does not 
necessarily impair the life chances of the child. 
The danger in such cages lies in the teasing and 
overstimulation of the little one practiced by fond 
parents and friends to bring out the brightness of 
the child. 

At a later age there is some danger !f there is 
too great an expenditure of energy over books and 
studies. No child's life is threatened by bright- 
ness. 

There was some cause for the convulsions, and 
close study of such a case usually finds it, Highly 
strung children have convulsions on less provoca- 
tion than the phlegmatic.

M. M. R. asks if any cases of tuberculosis 
in the knee joint have been cured without 
causing permanent stiffness.

HE anazouncement made in these let- 
ters the other day of the fact that the 
three chieftains of the great clan of 
Macdonald had at length come to an 
agreement to determine question f 
precedence whenever they may meet by the 
spinning of a coin, thus bringing to a close a 
bitter feud that had been in progress for 
more than 500 years, and that had been the 
cause of much bloodshed, crime, adventure, 
and romance, has brought me so many re- 


quests from readers for more information 


about the Macdonalds that the following brief 
notes may be of interest. 

The founder of the family was the cele- 
brated Somerled, first Lord of the Isles, who, 
although married to the daughter of a Nor- 
wegian king, contributed more than any one 
else to free Scotland from the rule of the Nor- 
wegians and of the Danes. 

At Somerled’s death his dominions! were 
divided between his two sons, and from them 
came the Lords of the Isles and the Lords of 
Lorne. The Lord of the Isles of the time of 
Robert Bruce was styled Lord of Innisgael; 
that is to say, Lord of the Islands of Gael, or 
of the Hebrides. His name was Angus Og. 
but Sir Walter Scott calls him Ronald, for 
the poetical reason that this name is prettier. 

The grandson of Angus Og was named Don- 
Aid. and his descendants were called Mac- 
donald. The Lords of the Isles were inde- 
pendent until the time of Alexander, who was 
defeated at the battle of Lochaber, in 1420, 
and reduced to submission by James I. of 
Scotland. 


* <n 


Sir Donald Macdonald who was chieftain 
of the clan in the days of Charles I., received 
a baronetcy, which is second in point of 
seniority in the kingdom of Scotland. Since 
last year this baronetcy, created in 1425, has 
been in the possession of Sir Alexandef Bos- 
Ville MacDonald, by virtue of a decree of the 
Court of Session of Scotland, dated June 4, 
1910, issued after it had been surrendered as 
wrongfully held by his kinsman, Lord Mac- 
donald. The baronetcy and the chieftaincy— 
for they go together—are known as those of 
Macdonald of Sleat, Sleat being in the island 
of Skye, county of Inverness. 

Both Sir Alexander Macdonald and his 
kinsman, Lord Macdonald, have royal blood 
in their veins, They are both great-grandeons 
of the third Lord Macdonald and of Louisa 
Edsir, who was a natural daughter of George 
ITI. s brother, the royal Duke of Gloucester 
by the duchess’ lady in waiting, Lady Al- 
meria Carpenter, daughter of tte last Kari of 
Tyrconnell. Louisa was brought up at Holy- 
rood palace, and it was from thence that she 
ran off with the third Lord Macdonald to 
Gretna Green. . 

Owing to her having been a minor at the 
time, there was @ question in Lord Macdon- 
ala’s mind as to whether the Gretna Green 
ceremony had been valid. So some years 
later, after the birth of his eldest son, he went 
through another ceremony of marriage with 
| ber. according to the rites of the Church of 

gland. When he died his eldest son, born 
prior to this second marriage ceremony of” 
his parents, was 80 convinced in hie own 
mised that he was illegitimate that he allowed 


both the peerage and the eftates to go to 


. as well as his name ot Bosville and 
his armorial bearings. 

Two years ago the present owner of the 
Bosville estates in Yorkshire, up to that 
time known as Alexander Bosville, became 
imbued with a desire to establish his rights to 
the chieftainey of the Macdonalds of Sleat, 


and also his right to the baronetcy of Sleat. 


Legal proceedings ensued in the Scottish 
courts, and they were terminated last year 
by a compromise, sanctioned by the court, 
which held that Alexander Bosville had sub- 
mitted sufficient evidence to establish his 
rights to the baronetey of Macdonacid of 
Sleat and to the cbieftaincy of the Sleat 
Macdonalds, but not to the Irish barony of 
Macdonald. So much for the Macdonalds of 
Sleat. 
-- ‘ 

With regard to the Macdonalds of Clan- 
ranald, they are descended from a son of 
John, Lord of the Isles, by his union with 
Amy de Insulis, this son bearing the name of 
Ranald, whence Clanranald. There has al- 
ways been a doubt as to the Jegitimacy of 
this founder of the Clanranald branch of the 
Macdonalds, and, whereas the right of its 
chief to the chieftaincy of the entire clan of 
the Macdonalds has always been contested 
by the Macdonalds of Seat, there have been 
many people in Scotland for hundreds of 
years who have favored the pretensions 
Clanranald. 

The present chief is Col. Angus Macdonald, 
son of the late Admiral Sir Reginald Macdon- 
ald, and who, though retaining none of the 
lands of his ancestors, has still a number of 
relics of those Stuart princes to whose cause 
his forbears devoted themselves with 80 
much chivalry. 

Among these relics is the claymore of the 
young pretender, which he wore when he 
held court at Edinburgh and which fell into 
the hands of the Duke of Cumberiand, along 
with the rest of the young pretender’s bag- 
gage at the battle of Culloden. 

For near eighty years it hung as a trophy 
on the walls of the armory in the Tower of 
London. But when George IV. visited Scot- 
land and held royal court at Holyrood, a 
couple of years or so after his accession to 
the throne, he sent for the claymore from 
the tower armory and presented it to the 
Clanranald of the day.

If George IV. gave the claymore to Clan- 
ranald it was because the latter already had 
in his possession the actual service sword 
which the young pretender had constantly 
worn and used fram Falkirk until Culloden 
and which he had presented to the Clanranald 
of his day when he put on the disguise of a

passengets. By “ about to discharge” I 
mean cars within fifty to seventy-five feet 
of transfer corner. Nor are Sitxy-third 
street employés always at fault. Kedzie 
and Western cars start north, as well as 
Sixty-third street cars east and west, leav- 
ing passengers to stand for next car at least 
ten minutes. Not ove# twenty or thirty 
seconds’ wait by cars for transfer passen- 
gers would obviate this contemptible, almost 
invariable practice. 

I know full well all cars are on time sched- 
ule, but not over twenty to forty seconds’ 
wait on transfer passengers at points where 
cars are at least ten minutes apart is not 
at all unreasonable to ask, especially when 
there is absolutely nothing to interfere with 
view of approach of cars by motormen. 

Cars west bound arrive at terminus and 
regardless of length of time car lays over to 
starting time; before passengers can all get 
out on front platform, not to mention off 
car, motorman will snap out platform lights, 
conductor will pull trolley off wire, passen 
gers—men, women, children, women with 
packages and often infants—can get off car 
as best they can in almost complete -dark- 
ness. 

It a car were late there might possibly 
be an excuse for such practice, but when 
average car lays at that terminus at least 
several minutes, the employés should be 
compelled to retain lights on cars until pas- 
sengers have dismounted. 

East bound cars from terminus are as a 
rule exasperating. Conductors and motor- 
men will both be on front platform and car 
will start east, regardless of how close you 
are to car or what method you adopt to try 
and have car wait not over five or ten sec- 
onds.. You are never seen or heard by crew, 
but can wait in a rage ten or more minutes 
for next car. I have not once but many, 
many times seen women within three or four 
steps of rear platform intent on boarding 
cars, and away they would go.

Rulings Made Final and He May 
Forfeit Contest; Umpire

In football, as in every other branch of 
sport, officials come in for a lot of condem- 
nation from spectators simply because they 
ave enforcing the rules. Offside.“ “ hurd- 
ling,” and “holding” are only a few of the 
expressions which those in the stands shout 
to the arbiters who have been selected as 
impartial officials. 

That spectators not already informed may 
know the duties of the referee, umpire. field 
judge, and head linesman, the quartet of 
oflicials who govern every gridiron contest 
of importance, it is important that the duties 
of each be explained briefly so that when 
penalties are inflicted those in the stands 
may know what rules have been violated. 

The referee is the head official of the game. 
His rulings are final and he may forfeit a 
game whenever ary team does not accept 
his commands. He ig the sole custodian of 
the ball and the players must abide by his 

-gecisions as to where the ball is declared 
dead. He may at any time put a player 
out of the game for unsportsmanlike playing 


or language, and he must recognize the de- 


elslons of the other officials whenever he is 
in doubt as to certain plays and to which side 
the ball belongs. 


‘Instruments Indicate Fouls. 
In order to expedite matters, the referee 
always blows a whistle, the umpire a horn, 


the field judge a whistle which differs in sound 
from that of the referee, and the head linesman is 
equipped with any sort of noise making instrument 
that differs in sound from those used by other 
arbiters. 
It seldom happens that a referee levies a penalty 
“of his own volition. Helping the man with the 
ball, hurdling, starting before the ball, failure of 
the offensive team to have seven players on the 
Une of scrimmage, and tripping in the open are 
. fouls which the referee can call and penalize, 
while he may at any time penalize a team for re- 
ceiving instructions from the side lines and bar the 
guilty person from the inciosure. | 
In the great majority of cases the referee levies 
penalties on fouls called by one of the other offi- 
* 158 Under the present rules there is only one 
ten yard penalty and that is for interference in 
the twenty yard or neutral zone. If the side in 
possession of the ball commits a foul a penalty 
of a down is inflicted.
